No, PG(33)/70.— The Government of India have received 
the Administration Report of the Port of Calcutta for the 
year 1968-69. The following are the important features of 
the report : — 

(1) Financial Position 

The Port Commissioners’ revenue receipts for the year 
under review amounted to Rs, 2346.63 lakhs as against 
Rs. 2434.98 lakhs in the previous year. 

The expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 2729.72 
lakhs as against Rs. 2535,08 lakhs in the previous year. The 
year thus ended with a deficit of Rs. 383.10 lakhs as against 
a deficit of Rs. 100.00 lakhs in the previous year. The 
total balances in the Revenue Reserve and other Funds as on 
the 31st March, 1969 amounted to Rs. 467.15 lakhs. 

(2) Traffic 

The total imports and exports, which passed through the 
port during the year under review, were 4.00 million tonnes 
and 3.96 million tonnes, respectively, as against the corres- 
ponding import and export figures of 4.89 million tonnes and 
4.11 million tonnes for the year 1967-68. 

(3) Port Railway 

The income derived from the Railway during the year 
1968-69 amounted to Rs. 259.10 lakhs as against Rs, 276.42 
lakhs in 1967-68. 

( 4 ) Passenger Traffic 

The number of passengers who embarked Into and disem- 
barked from sea-going vessels was 14,404 and 84 respectively. 
The corresponding figures for 1967-68 were 12,410 and 75 
respectively. 

(5) Shipping 

The number of vessels which entered the port in 1968-69 
was 1,409 as against 1,461 in the previous year. 

(6) Haldia Anchorage ; 

The anchorage was not used this year for lightening deep 
drafted foodgrain vessels. Only two vessels used the ancho- 
rage for topping up 5,373 and 2,798 tonnes of iron ore. 

(7) River Model Experiments 

A number of studies were carried out and completed by 
Ihe Hydraulic Study Department on various problems of 
navigation. 

(.8) Labour and Ixibour IVelfare Measures 

The labour situation in the Port during the year under 
eview was difficult and thero were many strikes and stop- 
pages of work, though for short spells only. The various 
imenlties provided for labour continued to be available dur- 
ing the year. 

19) Port Charges : 

There was a major increase of port charges during (he 
year, calculated to bring an additional revenue of Rs, 1,0 


croro per annum to cover the diflcit in the revenue account 
based on 1967-68 results of working. 

(10) Hooghly Pilotage 

The income from Pilotage during the year 1968-69 was 
Rs. 74.07 lakhs and the expenditure Rs. 67.66 lakhs, resulting 
in a surplus of Rs. 6.40 lakhs. 

(11) Capital Account 

Expenditure during the year on Capital Works amounted 
to Rs. 11.29 crores. 

Considerable progress was made during the year 1968-69 
on the construction of a new Dock System at Haldia and on 
the works related to the completion of the schemes carried 
over from the Third Five Year Plan and the schemes under- 
taken in the three Annual Plans. Commissioning of the oil 
jetty, the delivery of 3 locomotives from* Canada completing 
the order for 13 locomotives, construction of two 1100 tonne 
hopper barges and two single screw launches were among the 
important projects completed during the year.
